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The Church Must Fight!

The soldier who earries the- 


sword in defence of his country, 
aunder God-ordained government, is 
the minister of God says Romans 
13:4. The policeman who defends 
life and property and enforces the 
law represents the government 
and thus represents God. There 
are some things for which Godly 
people ought to be willing to fight 
and even, if need be, to die. 

And so the church must fight. 


It is true that “The weapons of} 


our warfare are not carnal” as 
2 Corinthians 10:4 says but they 
are “mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds.” So 
the plain commands, the allusions 
and the examples of Scriptures 
prove that Christians ought to 
fight for certain brave principles 


‘Timothy was commanded “Fight 
the good fight of faith,” (1 Tim. 
6:12). Saintly Paul, ready to be 
offered, rejoiced that “I have 
fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course, I have kept 
the faith.” Then again, Timothy

endure hardness, as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ. No man _ that 
warreth entangleth himself with 
‘the affairs of this life: that he 
may please Him Who hath chosen 
him to be a soldier.” Christians 
then are to regard themselves as 
soldiers, good soldiers of Jesus 
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Christ, and in so desperate a war 


that -we must -not- entangle -our- 


selves with the affairs of this life 
in such a way as to hinder our 
good fight. And Paul by divine 
inspiration charged Timothy with 
certain things, “that thou by 
them mightest war a good war- 
fare,” (I Tim. 1:18).

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God Does Answer Prayer 


The first person I became bur- 
dened for after becoming a preach- 
er was my grandmother. To me 
she was the dearest ‘grandmother 
in the world, for she was the moth- 
er of my mother. ‘heard my moth- 
er pray for her before she went to 
Heaven. Grandmother was good 
-and highly respected by all who 
knew her. She did not believe in 
the immortality of the soul. She 
had kept me as an orphan and had 
mothered me through one whole 
year of serious illness. I shall never 
forget the feeling that came to me 
when God laid the responsibility 
of her eternal destiny upon my 
heart. I repeatedly wrote her letters 
asking the question, “Grandma, 
are you trusting in Jesus and are 
you ready to meet God?” She 
would dictate a letter back to me 
every time, giving the news and 
expressing her personal interest in 
me, but not one mention of re- 
ligion. Finally, the burden of her 
salvation became almost unbear- 
able. In tears, I sought relief in 
secret prayer to God. I wrote her 
again and back came a letter. How 
I wish that I had kept it. She 
started the letter by saying, 
“Charles, I am lost without God 


and without hope. Please come 
home and preach in this commun- 
ity.” I engaged a singer to go with 
me, guaranteeing his expenses and 
$100.00 for a ten-day revival. We 
reached Grandma’s farm on a 
Sunday afternoon after a long 
train ride. I read the Book of 
Romans while riding on the train. 
When we reached her home there 
were exactly sixty-five guests there 
waiting for us. She said, “I want 
you to conduct ‘a service out in 
the yard for I cannot attend the 
opening service tonight.” 

The singer gave us a song and 
I read the third chapter of John 
about the new birth. I was so 
overcome with emotion I couldn’t 
preach. I just knelt down by 
Grandmother’s feet as she sat in 
her big chair and asked, “Grand- 
ma, do you believe what Jesus 
said?” : 

“Yes,” she said, “And, I want 
you to baptize me.” The next Sun- 
day we took her with fifty-four 
others and baptized her in the 
Burbois River. She wept to be with 
her Saviour six m after that 
at the age of eighty-two

I need not read further for these 
verses give us that which I have 
particularly upon my heart: What 
we may call the heavenly side of 
the truth of the Second Coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. That is, 
His return for the Church, which 
is. His..Body and. His -Bride, an 
event which is clearly distinguished 
in Scripture from the actual second 
Coming of the Lord to this world. 

In the so-called synoptic Gos- 
pels, Matthew, Mark, and Luke, 
our Lord speaks again and again 
of the coming of the Son of Man, 
a term which always refers to His 
coming back again to establish 
the long promised Kingdom of 
righteousness on the earth. If you 
bear this in mind when you are 
reading the warnings in the Syn- 
optics as a preparation for that 
Coming, you will not read the 
Church position into them. 

To understand them aright, you 
must put yourself in spirit where 
the disciples were when Jesus was 
speaking to them, remembering 
that at that time nothing had yet 
been revealed concerning

played Kingdom, which will have 
its capital on Mount Zion, in the 
land of Palestine. The great 
tribulation of which He speaks is 
the precursor of His second com- 
ing in this sense. We are told “im- 
médiately after the tribulation of 
those days, they shall see the Son 
of Man coming in the clouds with 
power and great glory.” But the 
promise to the Church is “Because 
thou hast kept the word of My 
patience, I also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to 
try them that dwell upon the 
earth.” 

Again, take such a passage as 
“HE THAT ENDURETH UNTO 

THE END 

the same shall be saved.” What 
is the end here referred to? Surely 
the end of -the age; that is, the 
close of the great tribulation, and 
the Lord’s reference is to the aw- 
ful experiences so many of the 
Jewish remnant will be exposed to, 
and the efforts that will be made 
by Satan, and his minions to turn 
them away from the path of devo- 
tion to the coming Messiah. In 
that day, by divine power, they 
may be kept to the end, no matter 
what the enmity of the evil agen- 
cies here on earth may bring forth. 
So with all other Scriptures that 
seem to cast a doubt, perhaps, on 
the Church being kept out of the 
great Tribulation. 

When we turn tothe second part 
of John’s Gospel, and come as 
here te the upper room, it is as 
though Israel’s day for the time 
being was looked upon as already 
ended. To that little group of be- 
lievers, the nucleus of the coming 
Church, those who on the Day of 
Pentecost were to be baptized by 
the Spirit into the one Body and 
thus begin a new dispensation, our 
Lord vee 
REVEALS CERTAIN THINGS 
which had never been made known 
before. 

Not a word is said about the 
Holy Spirit as Comforter in Mat- 
thew, Mark, and John. We never 
read about the Spirit of God as a 


divine Person, dwelling in believ- 


ers, until in this section -we hear 
the Lord Jesus say, “He hath been 
with you, He shall be in you.” 
There you have a great dispen- 


sational change intimated.

THE HOLY SPIRIT EVER 
ACTIVE 


‘All through Old Testament 
times, and during the days of our 
Lord’s ministry on earth, the 
Holy Spirit was with all who be- 
lieved. He was with the antedi- 
luvian saints for Noah, by the 
Spirit, bore testimony in the days 
before the flood. He it was who 
guided the Patriarchs, and was 
with Moses empowering for test- 
imony. We read that God gave 
His good Spirit to be with Israel, 
and guide them through the wild- 
erness. David from the depths of 
a broken and penitent heart cried, 
“Take not Thy Holy Spirit from 
me.” The Spirit of God fell upon 
men in the days of the Judges, 
and of the kingdom afterwards. 
He filled certain individuals for 
particular service. The prophets 
predicted the glorious outpouring 
of: the Spirit in the days of the 
Messianic kingdom. But nowhere 
in the Old Testament, or in the 
Synoptics, or in the first part of 
John’s Gospel is there set forth the 
truth of a divine personal Holy 
Spirit coming from Heaven to . 
dwell in believers, baptizing them 
into one Body,- and linking them 
to their glorified Head above. This 
is just barely intimated in -John 
7:37-39, 

But these truths are first in- 
troduced’ here to prepare the dis- 
ciples for the new administration 
so soon to begin. It is in this con- 
nection, He speaks for the

for His Own in an altogether dif- 
ferent way than that of His com- 
ing to Israel. Instead of speaking 
of the Son of Man coming in the 
glory of the Father with the holy 
angels like a lightning flash; in-

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Many of the great Christains 
of the Bible, held up for our ex- 
ample, were soldiers who fought 
in the name of the Lord; Joshua, 
David, . Gideon, Moses, Samuel, 
Elijah. 

God never meant for Christians 
to be unconcerned or inactive con- 
cerning the evil that is all about 
us. It is true that wé ought to re- 
turn good for evil and not, to strive 
for our own. personal vengeance. 
But the Christians who will be 
true to Christ, and the church 
that will be true to its Head and 
Lord, must be busy in a holy 
warfare. 

The great men of God who 
wrote our songs have felt this 
truth. : 

“Must I be carried to the skies 

On flowery beds of ease 

While others fought to win the 

prize, 


And sailed through bloody 
seas? 

“Sure, I must fight if I would 
reign; 


Increase my courage, Lord; 

Tll bear the toil, endure the 

pain, 
Supported by Thy Word.” 

Now let us consider briefly cer- 
tain great issues that the Church 
of Jesus Christ, and all Christian 
people everywhere, must face. 

I. We Must Fight Booze 

It’ is certainly true that the 
Church’s main business is to get 
people converted. I do not believe 
in the so-called ‘social. gospel”, 
as a gospel. It is true that this 
world will never all be converted. 
And so some Christians fold their 
hands and say, “Let us eat, drink, 
and be merry, for tomorrow we 
will be raptured.” Yet they are 
wrong, criminally wrong. Even if 
a man is a citzien of Heaven, he 
ought to be a good citizen on 
earth, and ought to be against 
wickedness here, Habakkuk 2:15 
says, ‘Woe unto him that giveth 
his neighbor drink.” Every citizen 
who does not vote against the 
liquor traffic at every opportunity, 
every Christian who even eats a 
meal in a restaurant, drug store. 
hamburger joint or hotel dining- 
room which sells liquor is partly 
s accountable for the ruin the liquor 
industry causes. When you .put 
your influence, or your note, or 
your money back of those who 
dispense liquor then you_ give 
your neigbor drink and the curse 
of God is upon you! Every preach- 
er who does not plainly declare the 
Bible messages against drink and 
drunkenness has, by his silence, 
encouraged those who are in the 
business of making drunkards, 
paupers and harlots. 

It is time for the church again 
to make a holy crusade against 
the ruin wrought by the liquor 
business. It is unpopular. Preach- 
ers who lead in it will be called 
‘political | preachers.’ Some well- 
paying members - will withdraw 
support. But “Wine is a mocker, 
strong drink is raging, and who- 
soever is deceived thereby is not 


~~wise,” is still in the Bible and 


ought to be preached. (Pro. 20:1). 
It is still in the Bible that drunk- 
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ards shall not inherit the King- 
dom of God. (I Cor. 6:10). 

Do not fear that this will side 
track Gospel preachers into a so- 
cial service program. Actually all 
the great lectures on the temper- 
ance question, including Billy Sun- 
day, Willian Jennings Bryan, and 
Sam Morris have been ardent 
fundamentalists standing for the 
faith. If real preaching on sin 
brings conviction and leads peo- 
ple to turn to Christ, preaching 
and teaching on the liquor busi- 
ness will help bring a revival and 
save souls. | 


Il. We Must Fight Lewdness and 
Adultery. 

Churches and preachers and 
Christian fathers and mothers are 
much to be blamed for. the 
enormous increase in child de- 
linquency and crime among adults. 
Who will warn our children of the 
lewdness of the dirty modern pic- 
ture show business, promoted en- 
tirely by greed, appealing deliber- 
ately to sex passion, featuring 
notoriously immoral movie stars, 
if it is not Christians? I well know 
that quitting a picture show will 
not save a soul. But on the other 
hand, honest preaching on these 
matters will bring conviction for 
sin, will help people to repent of 
their sin and turn to Christ. And 
such teaching and preaching will 
save the testimony and happiness 
and usefulness of: multitudes of 
young Christians who ought to be 


warned and guided. 


The church then must cry out 
concerning’ the ltewdness of the 
modern dance; concerning the im- 
morality of petting and necking 
as carried on by the public that 
has gone beastly in morals, The 
pulpit must thunder out against 
adultery. That is in the Ten Com- 
mandments so why not preach it? 
Jesus and Paul preached on the 
matter repeatedly; are American 
preachers to be nicer than Jesus 
and Paul? , 

Only by arousing 
concerning a holy life and 
showing sinners the wick- 
edness of sin, cam we have a 
revival. And _ civilization itself 
seems doomed unless the Church 
can again speak with authority 
on moral issues. God gives us 
boldness to be good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ when it comes to 
plain preaching against sin!

Ill. We Must Renew the Fight 
Against Evolution and Its 
Corrolaries. — 


Christians, Churches, preachers 
have too largely turned over the 
public school business to the in- 
fidels and agnostics. We have even 
helped pass laws that forbid the 
reading of the Word of God in the 
schools. Preachers submit to -a 
policy whereby a child is’ taught 
by the time he is in the 8th grade 
that the Bible is a lie, that the 
Ten Commandments are. only 
relative in importance, that man is 
descended from brute beasts, but 
whereby the gospel is forbidden in 
school. Out of this grows atheism 
in the principal colleges and uni- 
vefrsities of America, some of them 
under church control! Communism 
is a companion doctrine to evolu- 
tion, growing out of it. The doc- 
trine of Kaiser Wilhelm and of 
Hitler, Karl Marx and Nietche 
centers in the background of the 
evolutionary hypothesis. The very 
foundations of the American civi- 
lization, the. American constitu- 
tion as well as human freedom and 
all decency is endangered by the 
silly, unscientific, unproven guess 


‘of evolutionists, who hate the 


Bible and God and Christ. The 
Church must take up that fight 
again or never claim to be good 
soldiers of Jesus Christ! 7 


IV: We Must Fight Modernism 
In The Church. 


Modernism ‘is not Christianity. 

It is infidelity artfully  dis- 
guised, yet it makes the Bible a 
book of myths and legends, it 
makes Jesus Christ -an_— il- 
legitmate son of a Jewish fallen 
girl. It denies the deity of 
Christ, His blood atonement, 
His miracles, His second coming. 
It denies any judgment, denies 
any Hell. It laughs at any need 
for new birth. | 


In the churches in America the 
vast majority of common people 
still believe the Bible. They ought 
to be taught that a modernistic 
preacher is an unconverted 
hypocrite, ‘unbelievers who pass 
as Christian leaders are false 
teachers disguised as angels of 
light, blind leaders of the blind, 
wolves in sheep’s clothing, as 
Jesus called them. We ought to 
indoctrinate our young people 
with the truth of the Bible as 
the infallible Word of God, ver- 
bally inspired, scientifically ac- 
curate, historically dependable. 
That can be proven to _ intelli- 
gent, open-hearted people; we 
ought to urge our people every- 
where to prove for themselves the 
Bible and to prove Christ. We 
ought toteachour people up and 
down this land the clear command 
“Be ye not unequally yoked togeth- 
er with unbelievers,” _ and “Come ye 
out from among them,” (II 
Corinthians 6:14-16). I do not 
mean that all Christians ought 
to leave churches or the denomi- 


nations but I mean that they cer- 
tainly ought to break fellowship 
with modernists and never support 
a modernist, whether as pastor, 
denominational secretary, college 
professor or missionary, no not 
with a dime of the Lord’s money. 
We ought to teach Christian peo- 
ple everywhere not to receive a 
modernist into his house nor 
church pulpit nor receive one as a 
Christian lest one be a partaker 
of his evil deeds, as the Scripture 
so clearly says in 2 John 7-11. 

I say the church must: fight or 
die. We must fight or displease 
our Saviour. We must fight or 
lose our young people. We must 
fight or find our church decaying 
and losing all its influence and 
authority in a world where there 
is nothing else that-can represent 
Almighty God and proclaim His 
truth. We must fight sin or have 
no more great revivals. 

Fighting is not always pleasant. 
Boys who fight get their clothes 
torn and their noses bloodied an 
sometimes get scratches and black 
eyes. Christians who fight sin get 
in trouble too. They lose friends, 
they are called fanatics and trou- 
ble-makers. John the Baptist got 
his “ead cut off and so did Paul, 
Stephen got stoned and Christ got 
crucified. Is the disciple above 
his Lord? Let us remember the 
seven great promises ““To him that 
overcometh,” (Rev. 2 and 3.) And 
then let us so live that, like Paul, 
we can cry, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, 
I have kept the faith”, when ready 
to meet our Savior. * 


stead of His glorious apocalyptic | 
manifestation; and instead of His 
coming to earth , and sending forth 
His angels to gather together the 
elect of Israel, and bring them 
back to the city of the Great King, 
you find the Lord giving them a 
wonderful revelation, though in 
few words, that He has something 
else in view for them.

accomplished redemption. 

It was better than the wildest 
dreams of the Old Testament saints, 
—that redeemed men should ac- 
tually dwell with the glorified 
Christ in the immediate presence of 
God in Heaven.

used among the Greeks, in the day 
the. New Testament was written, 
for the secrets of the various oath- 
bound religious organizations, that 
were revealed to the initiates after 
they had passed through certain 
ceremonial rites.

You hear a lot of the mysteries 
of various . secret~™ oath-bound 


lodges. 


Here I may turn aside to say 
a word as to these. Possibly many 
of you are members o? such so- 
cieties. Three Scriptures have kept 
me.out of anything of the kind, 
though I have often been urged to 
apply for membership in some of 
them. Many come up to me at the 
close of meetings, and shake hands 
with me in peculiar ways, and look 
to see if I respond. But the only 
hand-shake I know anything about 
is a good straightforward Christian 
greeting. I belong to the G.A.R., 
the

and to no worldly society of any 
kind! The three Scriptures I refer 
to are these: First, “Jesus said, in 
secret have I said nothing.” Sec- 
ond, “He left us an example that 
we should follow His steps.” Third, 
“Be not unequally yoked with un- 
believers.” hese Scriptures leave 
no place in an esoteric hidden cult 
for saved and unsaved alike to 


‘ participate. The precious mysteries 


of the Word of God are now made 
known to all who will believe. 

Just as those who are on the in- 
side know the secrets of the lodges 
and religious cults, so believers 
should be familiar with the My- 
steries of God. All through Old 
Testament times He had precious 
and wonderful secrets of which 
Moses spoke, when he said, “The 
secret things belong to the Lord 
our God, but the things that are 
revealed are for us, and for our 
children for ever.” 

Now in this glorious dispensa- 
tion of the Holy Spirit, many 
hitherto concealed mysteries have 
been made known. The complete 
revelation of the will of God comes 
later. We read in Revelation 10:7, 
“But in the days -of the voice of 
the seventh angel, when he shall 
begin to sound, the mystery of 


God should be finished, as He hath 


declared to His servants the pro- 
phets.” This will be at the close 
of the Great Tribulation, whereas 
the mystery of which Paul speaks 
in First Corinthians 15, will pre- 
cede that time of trouble. 

So, if you have any unsolved 
problems as to

or other difficulties, you will have 
the explanation then. Everything 
will be perfectly clear in that day. 
But God has already opened up to 
us some very wonderful mysteries 
and this is one of them. “Behold, 
I show you a mystery; we shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed” (1 Cor. 15:51). He 1s 
speaking of believers, but, of 
course, when he uses the term 
“sleep” he means “death.” Do not 
make the mistake of thinking that 
Paul was a soul sleeper. He has 
made it very clear elsewhere that 
for the believer, death means “ab- 
sent from the body, present with 
the Lord.” But when He speaks 
of sleep, he refers to physical death.

All down through the ages, death 
has claimed the bodies of believers, 
but there are some here, perhaps, 
who will not taste of death until 
they see the blessed Lord Coming 
to call His Own to be with Him- 
self. 

“WE SHALL NOT ALL 
SLEEP BUT WE SHALL ALL 
BE CHANGED.” 


CHANGED! TRANSFORMED! 

“Flesh and blood cannot inherit 
the kingdom of God.” We cannot 
enter upon the full enjoyment of 
the Heavenly side of that king- 
dom in these bodies and under 
present conditions. We must be 
transformed. Our bodies of humil- 
iation must be made like unto the 
body of His glory. And when will 
it take place? “In a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump.” Just as quickly as the 
flash: of light appears in the eye, 
this change will take place when 
our Lord returns. 

“FOR THE TRUMPET SHALL 
SOUND, AND THE DEAD 
SHALL BE RAISED INCOR- 
RUPTIBLE, AND WE SHALL 
BE CHANGED. For this corrup- 
tion must put on incorruption, and 
this mortal must put on immor- 
tality.” Notice ‘again the two 
classes of believers. This corrup- 
tible—those who have died, whose 
bodies have all been seized upon 
by corruption. This mortal—those 
who are living when the Lord re- 
turns, living on -the earth in their 
mortal _bodies—shall immediately 
become immortal. So when these 
two changes take place—when 
“this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the saying 
that is written, Death is swallow- 
ed up in victory.” Therefore, in 
the light of this hope, the apostle 
can 


CHALLENGE OUR GREAT 
ENEMY: 

“O deathIwhere is thy sting? O 
grave (Hades), where is thy vic- 
tory? The sting of death is sin; 
and the strength of sin is the law.” 
Sin was settled for at Calvary’s 
Cross, and the believer is no longer 
under the law. 

“THE STRENGTH OF SIN IS 
THE LAW.” What an astounding 
expression! Is not the law the 
strength of holiness? If you want 
to live a’ holy life, must you not 
put yourself under the law, and 
strive with all the energy of your 
being to keep its commandments? 
No, the Word of God declares, 
“The strength of sin is the law,” 
because the law stirs up everything 
that is evil in the heart of ‘un- 
regenerate man, and he finds him- 
self hopeless to obey its command- 
ments. 

You say, “Yes, that was true of 
us in our unconverted, state but 
when we were born of God, every- 
thing changed, and now the law 
has become the strength of holi- 
ness.” But, nop the strength of 
holiness is the indwelling Spirit of 
God, He who is spoken of: char- 
acteristically as the Holy Spirit. 
He fulfils the righteousness of the 
law in us, “who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the spirit.” And so 
we can say, “Tha be to God 
which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Observe, then,

those who think of this as the last 
of the seven trumpets, the Judg- 
ments in the Book of Revelation, 
but there is no connection what- 
ever between the two. They are 
trumpets of doom; this is a trum- 
pet of blessing. But the last trump, 
I understand, is that which winds 
up the church’s history in the 


earth. vat 


Some think, possibly rightly, 
that it is really a military term, 
which was used of old in connec- 
tion with the Roman army. There 
were three trumps. Suppose the 
camp is wrapped in darkness, and 
the legionaries are all sound a- 
sleep. An enemy is approaching; 
the warning word comes.to the 
commander who calls the trumpeter 
to sound an alarm. At the first 
trump every one is aroused. At the 
second trump all fall into line. At 
the last trump they march away. 
So you and I who are saved 
heard the first trump when we 
were sound asleep in our sins. 
That was the Gospel trump; it 
awakened us from our sleep, and 
we sprang to our feet as new 
creatures in Christ Jesus. I trust 
that we have also heard the trump 
which calls us to take our place 
in the ranks, of yielding ourselves 
in ready obedience to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Now what wait we 
march away, but to be caught up 
for? For the last trump—not to 
to meet the Lord in the air. 

Turn to the corresponding pas- 
sage in 1 Thessalonians 4. 14. 
You notice this trump is spoken 
of there as “THE TRUMP OF 
GOD;” not, therefore, to be con- 
founded with 


THE TRUMPETS OF ANGELS 
in the Book of Revelation. It is 
God Himself summoning His own 
to meet His blessed Son in the 
air. Let us read the passage: “For 
if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again”—and we do, if we do not 
we are not Christians, according to 
Romans 10:9. On the authority of 
that Scripture we dare to say with- 
out any unkindness, that no 
man is what the Bible calls a 
Christian if he denies the physi- 
cal resurrection of the Lord Jesus. 
Everything for us depends upon 
that blessed fact that “He was 
delivered for our offences, and 
raised again for our justification,” 
and so we read, “If we believe 
that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with Him.” 
Now this is most striking. Bring 
with Him where? When He comes 
in the glory of His Father with 
the holy angels. You see this 
event links up with the revelation 
given concerning the Coming of 
the Son of Man in the Synoptics 
and the Old Testament prophecies 
concerning the same event. We 
read in Zechariah 14 that in the 
darkest hour of Palestine’s distress 
the Lord God shall come, and all 
the saints with Him. Some might 
think of those saints as simply 
angels, but the New Testament 
shows us that there will also be 
redeemed men and women in as- 
sociation with Christ in glory. 
True, He will come with the holy 
angels, but also with the saints, 
once poor sinners, but saved by 
grace. These will shine forth with 
Him. But how can that be? Their 
bodies throughout the centuries 
have been corrupting in the grave, 
and those who come with Him 
will not merely be unclothed, but 
resurrected, or changed believers. 


HOW WILL THIS BE 
BROUGHT ABOUT? 

The next verse tells us. “FOR 
THIS WE SAY UNTO YOU BY 
THE WORD OF THE LORD, 
THAT WE WHICH ARE ALIVE 
AND REMAIN”—meditate on that 
expression. How blessed to realize 
that these words may refer to some 
who are now living on the~éarth. 
Throughout this dispensation this 
event is ever treated as imminent, 
though never “declared to: be im- 
mediate. “We which are alive and 
remain unto the Coming of the 
Lord, shall not prevent them 
which are asleep.” The old English 
word “prevent” means, of course, 


“precede.” We shall not enter into) 7M 


Christ’s train before the saints 
who have died. “For the Lord 
Himself shall descend from Heav- 


en with a shout, with the voice of | 


the archangel, and with the trump | | 
of God, and the dead in Christ}: 


shall rise first.”

In other words, if we are living 
on the earth when the Lord returns, 
we will not go into the Kingdom 
one moment ahead of anybody else, 
for “the Lord Himself” is first to 
descend to the air, and His voice 
will raise the righteous dead. We 
read ofthe shout of the Lord, the 
voice of the archangel, and in the 
book of Daniel he is particularly 
linked with the destinies of Israel, 
“the great Prince which standeth 
for the children of thy people.” So 
in the same instant the thousands 
of the Israel of God who have died 
in faith all over the world, and the 
redeemed of the Lord of all other 
dispensations will be raised. 


“STAND UP” AND 
“CAUGHT UP” 
“THE DEAD IN CHRIST’— 


no one else—‘“shall rise first;” li- 
terally stand up first. The word 
for resurrection throughout the 
New Testament has this meaning. 
They will stand up from the graves 
in their resurrection bodies, an ex- 
ceeding great army. “Then we 
which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them 
in clouds to meet the Lord in the 
air, and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord.” In this way the Church 
and Old Testament saints will all 
be with the Lord in their resur- 
rection or changed bodies, prior to 
His descent to take the Kingdom. 
So at God’s appointed time He will 
bring these with Christ when He 
returns to earth again. 


Others have pointed out that 
that word “meet” does not merely 
mean “casually running into some 
one,” as, for instance, on the side 
of the roadway, as we say, “I met 
So-and-so.” But rather, as we say, 
“So-and-so is coming, and I am 
going out to meet him.” When you 
meet him, possibly you go im- 
mediately home, or, perhaps, there 
is something else to occupy you 
before you take him to the house. 
Now the word used here has that 
meaning. We will be caught up to 
meet the Lord, not in order to re- 
turn with Him immediately, for 
certain events must take place on 
earth before His manifestation, 
when we shall come back with 
Him. There are others that take 
place in Heaven: the Judgment 
Seat of Christ, and the Marriage 
Supper of the Lamb. It will be 
after this that He will descend to 
take the Kingdom and all His 
saints with Him. 


chapter of Thessalonians, verse 9. 
Speaking of the conversion of these 
Thessalonians, Paul writes, ‘For 
they themselves show of us what 
manner of entering in we had unto 
you, and how ye turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and 
true God; and to wait for His 
Son from Heaven.” This certainly 
suggests the imminent Coming of 
the Lord. There are no events that 
must necessarily take place first. 


The Spirit of God was not 
pleased to reveal at that time the 
course of the last nineteen hun- 
dred years.

the imminency of the Lord’s re- 
turn, it never insists on the im- 
mediateness of that event. We can- 
not say when it will take place, but 
we should always be looking for it. 


But now let us finish the pas- 
sage. “To wait for His Son from 
Heaven, whom He raised. from the 
dead, even Jesus, which delivered 
us from 


THE WRATH TO COME.” 


The past tense is used here, but 


scholars tell us it hardly conveys 
the full thought. It is rather 
“which shall deliver us from the 
wrath to come.” What is that? 
Eternal judgment? No, we have 
been saved from that already. We 
shall never come into judgment. 
“The wrath to come” is that which 
is yet to fall upon this world when 
the wrath of the Lamb, and the 
wrath of God will be visited upon 
the dwellers of the earth, and when 
Satan shall be cast down from 
Heaven, “having great wrath be- 
cause he knoweth that his time 
is short.” At that time the Church 
will no longer be here. We shall 
be delivered from that wrath to 
come. How? Snatched away when 
our blessed Lord descends from 
Heaven with a shout. This is the 
believer’s Hope. God grant it may 
be yours, and that you may ever 
live in view of this glorious event. 
“Midst the darkness, storm and 
sorrow, 
One bright gleam I see;
